St. Paul, March 24 —Delbert Smith 
told a woman a secret. 
It ended in his arrest at Salt Lake 
City late yesterday charged with the 
m urder of the mail clerk and robbery 
of the North Coast Limited mail car. 
Authorities searched throughout the 
country for more than a m onth be­ 
fore they found him —then 
he 
co n ­ 
fessed. 
Smith robbed the Northern Pacific 
mail car near St. Cloud February 
IS 
and escaped 
with nearly $60,000 
in 
currency. 
When 
Z. 
K. 
Strong, 
of 
Minneapolis, 
mail 
clerk, 
resisted, 
Smith shot him three times and Strong 
died in a hospital. 
The boy dropped from the train and 
went to Whit© Bear Lake where he 
stayed the rest of the night with Mrs. 
C rate McDonald. 


The following day Mrs. McDonald, 
lier mother, Mrs. Alice Hendricks, urn! 
a relative. Mrs. Elizabeth Anderson, 
went to the latter's flat where Smith 
had hidden about $40,000 of the money 
in a suit case. 


Federal 
authorities 
arrested 
the 
three women and secured identity of 
the bandit. 
Then the search started. 


They tracked him to Ashland, Wis., 
w here they missed Smith by only a 
few hours. 
They

about 
$2,000 more of the loot, and yesterday

Jackson and Ceorge Drake, of St. 
Paul, had tracked him by means cd 
a letter he had written to St. Puui, 
asking for money. 
Smith was dead 
broke when arrested. 
He threatened 
to commit suicide.
